Foundation Exemption 


Rep. Wrigfht Patman (D-Texas) who is of­ 
ten stirnng up trouble for our banking system, 
is now taking; on the foundations. The examina­ 
tion is overdue and our hope is that it will be 
fair and perceptive and that out of it will come 
recommendations for a proper government re­ 
gard for these new giants of wealth which hav#» 
become an influence in our cultural and soc'ial 
processes and, apparently, in government. 


Patman thinks that the foundations should 
shape up to his standards or lose their tax exempt 
status. He makes a strong case for the suspicion 
that some of them have been used as a tax dodge. 
They relieve their organizers’ businesses of taxes 
which their competitors bear.

Typically, Patman doesn’t stop there, he goes 
on to criticize foundations whose charities are 
not those that he approves of. He c i t e s, for 
example, his unhappiness ovei* the Richard King 
Mellon Foundation sending $50,000 to Ireland 
for the preservation of historic buildings when 
the United States is having such a heck of a time 
financing solutions to its urban pmblems. 


He’s critical of the Ford Foundation for sub­ 
sidizing school decentralization experiments in 
New York City and for endowing study and tmv- 
el years for young American political leaders. 
This last o n e deserves further mention. Mc- 
George Bundy, formerly White House aide to 
Pmsident Johnson, and now head of the Ford 
Foundation has become one of the most per­ 
suasive spokesmen for the foundations as the 
head of our biggest one (assets of $3.5 billion). 


But he’ll have a hard time getting most 
Americans to agree that the Foi*d Foundation’s 
grant of $131,000 for travel and study to eight 
former aides of the late Senator Robert Kennedy 
comes properly under the Ford Foundation’s 
charter 
as 
an 
“educational” 
activity. 
He 
puts an even worse face on the situation by sug­ 
gesting that because of the personal h*agedy of 
Bobby’s death “we should do something to help.”

This is the sort of lightheadedness which 
seems to characterize quite a bit of foundation 
thinking. And when the Ford Foundation sup­ 
ports a Cleveland Negi'o voter registration that 
helps elect Carl Stokes as the nation’s first black 
big city mayor we can be certain that the poli­ 
ticians are going to take a new look at the poli­ 
tical activities of the foundations. 


Charles i/. McClostey, president of the Na­ 
tional Association of Foundations, says the foun* 
dations (8,200 of them) are capable of policing 
themselves under their code of ethics, but Pat­ 
man says that some of them use their tax-free 
status in ways that '‘reveal the continuing de­ 
votion of .some of our millionaires to gi*eed, rath­ 
er than conversion to graciousness.” ^tm an savs 
that he pmposes no tax on contributions to foun­ 
dations, but rather a tax on their investment 
revenue. 


Some of the foundations a r e nutty a n d 
should be so classified and others ai^e performing 
worthwhile services to the nation, doing some 
things that government does not do and should 
not do. The need in this inquiry is for the de­ 
velopment of a screening that will separate the 
angels, the wolves and the squirrels. It’s un­ 
fortunate that Wright Patman is in charge. 


Religiosity 


The Post Office will include the words **!n 
the beginning God . . 
on the forthcoming 
Apollo 8 stamp, which .shows a view of the earth 
as seen from the moon orbit. 


The reading from the Genesis account of 
creation by the crew of Apollo 8 has Ijecome 
closely associated with the flight in the public 
mind, explained Postmaster General Blount. 


Rather than argue over whether the Apf»Ho 
stamp represents one more crack in the wall of 
separation of church and state, however, per­ 
haps we ought to ask ourselves whether the prac­ 
tice of public piety does not carry the danger of 
demeaning genuine religious feeling into mere 
religiosity. 


The official proclamation, engraving or im­ 
printing of pious woixls and (luotations does not 
make a nation great. Indeed, there are historical 
examples to support the contention that the far­ 
ther a people advance along the road to decay, the 
more punctilious they are about the holl(»w ob- 
servance of religious ritualism. 


There is no invocation of deity in the Con­ 
stitution. America got along very well for half 
a century with the original Pledge of Allegiance 
before Congress ordered the words “under G<»d" 
inserted. Interestingly enough, it is the first 
generation to grow up repeating the phrase every 
day in school that is causing its elders so muc!. 
concem in the matters of morals and patriotism.

The need to protect and provide living 
»paces for wildlife will receive a special push 
when the Michigan United Ojnsej'vatlon Clubs 
launch the state obsei*vanc-e of National Wild­ 
life W'eek, March ,16-22. During the week, citi- 
s^ens will be asked to “Provide Haliitat — Places 
Where Wildlife live,” the tht*me for this year’s 
otaervance. 


State Wildlife Week Chairnmn James L. 
Goudreau lays the loss of natural areas that sup­ 
port wildlife populations on “increased pollution, 
home conitruction, superhighway expansion, and 
endless land drainage prf^»' 
ns. 


“We must have prii iiess,” Goudreau said, 
“but at the same time every effort should be 
mad® to nmnag© our land so that it Bup>ports our 
fr ta t wildlife resources, as well as providing 
for human needs.” 


A special effort will bt made during Wild­ 
life Week to encourage habitat improvement pro­ 
jects. These include stream cleanup, tree and 
shrub planting to provide animal food and shel­ 
ter, erecting bird nesting boxes, and building 
conservation exhibits. “The best way to start 
such » project,” Goudreau M vis^, *‘is to get to 
know the food, water, and cover needs of the 
wildlife in your neighborhood.”

The function of a university 
i.s to be the free exchange of 
ideas and people — uncoerced 
by government, free from po­ 
litical or partisan censorship, 
and flourishing with creativity 
and individual expresión.

the debating society. 


When any of these pursuits 
is 
intimidated or threatened 
or suppressed, the essence of 
the university is d^troyed. 


Unfortunately,

have 
been times when the church 
or a bishop or their servants 
have been guilty of the abuses 
menUoned. So have state legis­ 
latures, rich alumni and con­ 
fused veteran groups. Present­ 
ly. the militant student cadres 
of right and left are the most 
dangerous 
challenge 
to 
the 
bright promise of the Ameri­ 
can community—freedom. 


It is one thing to mount a 
vigorous, incessant attack on 
the school administration, cit­ 
ing its failures, falsehoods and 
foolishness on, say, the cam­ 
pus radio station.

of exchange can be enlighten­ 
ing, embarrassing, obscene or 
even humorous. Yet when ex­ 
ercised, this is the essence of 
the 
university,

Possible Cause Of Student Unrest 
Study Shows Colleges 
Ignoring Their Commuters 


DETROIT <AP» — American 
colleges 
discrim inate 
against 
students who commute to class, 
a year-long Wayne State Uni­ 
versity study has concluded. 
The study savs the whole set­ 
up of American colleges is „ear­ 
ed to the full - time resident 
student, ignoring the commuting 
student who works and lives at 
home. And in 1968, more than 
50 i>er cent of all university stu­ 
dents in the nation were com­ 
muters, the reported stated. 
Conducted by geology profes­ 
sor Richard Ward

provide

make them feel less alienated 
from the academic world. 
One result of this. Ward sug­ 
gested. might be a reduction in 
student unrest.

ucation for the commuting stu­ 
dent and give him an opportun­ 
ity to participate in solving the 
problems ai a level of ins com­ 
petence.” 


The study found commuting 
students at Wayne, 41 per cent 
of wnom work more than 40 
hours per week, tend to have 
tight schedules, often have no 
place to study and have little 
contact with other students and 
professors.

pus time,” the study says, cit­ 
ing jobs, family obligations and 
a desire to avoid rush-hour traf­ 
fic as the main reasons.
